La Fiesta de San Juan whs at it* 
height Guanajuato was turning 
out from its serpentine streets, 
dose luiilt and ill smelling, its 
hordes of humanity, from the 
family of tin* Gobernador, hand- 
some, well dressed and modern, 
down to the swarms of beggars, 
with sightless eyes and deformed 
limbs, bearing in their bodies the 
mark of Mexico, with her dark 
past. 

The whole movement waR to- 
ward the Press, the upper town, 
where the aristocratic elenieui had 
by a natural law appropriated to 
itself the better air, prodigal in 
sunshine and flowers clean water 
ami fresh breezes, secure against 
the ever present dread of typhus.

Great preparations had beon 
made for this special function, and 
long: before the appointed hour the 
rose garlanded old amphitheater, 
wheie since the days of Cortes man 
and beast had meet in an uninter- 
rupted series of unequal combats, 
was filled to overflowing. 

On one side rose tier upon tier of 
dark eyed senoritas, closely guard- 
ed by ever watchful senoras; on the 
ot her side young bloods (hacienda- 
dos), with the tightest of trousers 
and broadest of sombreros, heavily 
loaded with gold and silver trap- 
pings, here and there one in tailor- 
ing from the latest Paiisian models, 
for everything French is undeniably 
dear and desirable to the Mexican 
heart 

While awaiting the arrival of the 
queen of the fiesta the audience 
centered its attention upon two men 
in their midst — Philip Garter, the 
euergelic, elegbant American, 
whose homage to the royal Isabella 
during his few weeks' sojourn in 
Guanajuato had already given him 
Dotoiiely, and Senor Enrique Cos- 
tillo, a recognized suitor, even now 
" playing the bear " for her favor. 

The preserce of the latter, one of 
the best of their senores matadores, 
in the jiudionce, signifying that he 
was to have no part in the fray, 
was causing evident comment 
among his friends. , 

Tht-y could uot know how the 
weary waiting for h signal from his 
love, the zealous devotion newly 
stimulated by a demon of jealousy 
born of Outer's ovident favor with 
the girl, the very ardor of his pas- 
sion had consumed his strength to 
such an extent that be knew belter 
than to trust his future to a hand 
that tiembled if but: in t he presence 
of her he loved.

ance, the lovely face with its bril-

An almost stone (leaf person ap- 
parently hearing and Understand - 
ing what to others with unimpaired 
auiicular faculties pioved to be 
nothing but a pantomime, was the 
extraordinary feat witnessed the 
other night in the boarding house. 
It happened to be the boarding 
house mistress' wedding anniver- 
sary, apd she celebrated it in fitting 
style by giving a little " blowout " 
to her boarders 

There were all sorts of amuse- 
ments — the boarder who prided 
himself on his deep bass voice had 
sung " Asleep in the Deep, " and 
the music teacher had given a few 
classics on the piano ; the actress 
had given a clever little monologue, 
and now the young lady who taught 
elocution in one of Harlem's private 
schools for girls, was called on. 

Now, it chanced that among the 

boarder* was a young woman who 

was intensely deaf, so deaf, in fact, 
that one bad almost to shout into 
the little silver ear trumpet, which 
she always carried withjher, in order 
to make one's self understood. 
Bat would she admit it ? Oh, 
no. She was but " slightly haid of 
hearing and only carried the 
trumpet for convenience." All 
during the evening she had listened, 
ear trumpet in place, to the various 
performers, and none seemed to en 
joy it more or to applaud more 
liberally than she, although the 
rest of the party were well aware 
that she hadn't heard the half of it. 

When the teacher of elocution, 
however, began to do her share in 
the entertaining line the crowd 
most collapsed at the actions of the 
"but slightly hard of hearing" 
lady. 

The teacher gave that old stand- 
by of pa ntomi mists a description of 
what a man had seen who had gone 
late to a political meeting and had 
been compelled to stand on the out- 
skirts of the crowd, where never a 
sound of the orator's voice reached 
him, but his gestures and the ex- 
pressions of his face were visible. 
The teacher essayed a pantomime 
of the orator's actions — the chang- 
ing expressions on his face, the 
rapid workings of his lips, the sway- 
ing of his arms, the flashing of his 
eye as ho made a particularly tell 
ing point, all these the teacher re- 
produced in a ically laughable man- 
ner. But her efforts were entirely 



lost on the rest of the boarders, 
who were held spellbound by the 
actions of the deaf Ic.dy. 

There she sat, bolt upright in her 
•hair, trumpet to the oar, head 
turned aside so that she couldn't see 
the funny antics of the pantomimist, 
her face diffused with smiles ami 
giving every indication of hearing 
one of the funniest stories imagin- 
able. Then it was that her deaf- 
ness was plainly exposed. 

Fortunately the laughter of the 
crowd found an excuse in the per- 
formance, and to this day the deaf 
boarder rests serene in the thought 
that she fooled every one and made 
them all believe that she heard 
every word of the whole perform- 
ance — whereas in truth not a single 
wor'd had been spoken. — X. Y.

Statistics of the number of deaf- 
mutes in the world, in prop< rtion to 
population, at the clo-e of each 
century since the Christian Era 
would be interesting in affording 
comparisons of the increase of the 
class in the ratio with the increase 
of population. They would be 
proof positive as to whether the 
effeminacy, luxury ami vices of 
modern civilization was more pro- 
ductive of their peculiar infirmity 
than was the crude life and bar- 
barism of past ages No such in- 
formation exists. Of Indians who 
roamed the forests and lived in a 
state of nature, we hear little or 
not hing of deaf- mutes Thev must 
have had defectives. Did they 
destroy such progeny, as did the 
pagan peoples of the East ? Pro- 
gressive increase ip numbers of the 
deaf, or of the blind, is not a pleas- 
ant subject to contemplate, 
either to the vielims of such infirm- 
ity, their friends, or the community. 
The ways Providence are myste- 
rious and cannot be understood ; 
we must not complain. 

According to the United States 
census of 1890, there were (IT, 1 ) deaf 
mutes to each million of popula- 
tion. By the 1880 census there 
were 97U of blind to each milliou 
of population. By division of 
sexes, 55 percent of both deaf aud 
blind were males and pel cent 
females. A curious coincidence, 
perhaps accounted for by the fact 
that males are more exposed to ac- 
cidents producing Infirmity than are 
fomales. At present there are pro- 
bably some 54,000 deaf-mutes in 
United States. If wo include all, 
many of whom became partially or 
totally deaf In later life, then there 
may be a million of people in the 
United States who are more oi less 
afflicted with such infirmity. 

Less than a century ago deaf- 
muteistii in the United States was 
an unknown quantity. In Europe, 
long bofore this, more or less suc- 
cessful attempts had been made 
here aud there to educate deaf- 
mute children of nobility and 
wealth, by such meu as Ponce, 
Bouet and Carion. But it was only 
when De L'Epee, and later, Sicard, 
took a permanent philanthropic 
interest in the class that regular 
schools were opened to cultivate 
and illuminate their darkened 
minds. De L'Epee established a 
system of deaf-mute instruction. 
Sicard succeeded him and improv- 
ed <>n it for thirty years. The re- 
sult was such brilliant mute gradu- 
ates of the Paris school as M;;ssieu, 
Oleic and others, who wore the fin- 
est masters of pantomimic language 
in Prance, .lust at this time, in 
1815, the elder Gallnudet went to 
Europe to get a knowledge of the 
methods employed. English teach- 
ers, monopolistic of their art, turn- 
ed him away. Sicard, in Paris, was 
free ano open in imparling his 
methods. Gallautlct froze to him 
and his school for a year, studying, 
practicing, and associating with 
teachers and pupils daily. Then 
obtaining Laurent Oleic as his as- 
sistant, the two came back to this 
country, and in time the school at 
Harttord was opened, and was t ho 
forerunner of all the schools tor the 
deaf in the United States-, until the 
fad of pure ora I i.- in arose in opposi- 
tion to the manual method. 

In l8P.t-.")0 I was a pupil in the 
old New York Institution on 50th 
Street. Morning and evening pray- 
ers in the chape) was a daily custom 
before and after school hours. Ab 
we tiled into the chapel one after- 
noon, we found Rev. T H.Gallaudct 



sitting on the stage awaiting us. Dr. 
if. P. Peet had written a verse of 
scripture on the big slate, aud after 
explaining it, he iuvited Rev. Gal- 
laudet to invoke the Divine guid- 
ance. I am not a very old man, 
yet there are things I remember 
plainly for 60 years, and there were 
many other things I remember for 
over half a century. My recollec- 
tion of the elder Gallaudet is that 
he arose from his chair with the 
feebleness of age, bnt when straight- 
ened up he stood tall and erect as 
an Indian, and in his prayer Ids 
siuMis were deliberate and graceful. 
In personal appearenee and with 
some facial resemblance, I think 
Dr. E. M. Gallaudet is more like 
his father iu physical build than 
any of the other sons, who were less 
tall and more stocky. That was 
probably the last visit he ever paid 
to the N. Y. Institution. In 1851, 
the late Henry J. Raymond establish- 
ed a new paper, the New York 
Times, ami 'he first issue of the 
paper announced the death, and 
contained an extended obituary in 
memory of Gallaudet and his life 
work. The news of his death was 
received at the Institution with 
a shock*, and sadness overshadowed 
the school. 

Some ten, twenty to thirty years 
ago, we would come on items in the 
newspapers of deaths here and there 
of vevy old people, who claimed to 
have seen the immortal Washing- 
ton. To-day, there cannot he a 
single person living who saw Wash- 
ington as he was in ife. To-day 
also there are two, three, several 
hundred people living, who knew 
the elder Gallaudet. Some twenty 
or thirty years hence probably ail 
of these people will have passed 
away, with none left who kuew him 
in life. Of the fifteen or sixteen 
members of the faculty of the New 
York Institution in my time, nil 
but four are dead, the survivors 
being Rev. Thos Gallaudet, Miss 
Meius, Isaac Hoyt Benedict and 
W in. 11 Weeks. The two physi- 
cians, Drs. Morris and Metcalfe 
are still liviug, but the steward, the 
matrons, the heads of the trades 
school departments and I think all 
of the Board of Directors of that 
time, have passed away. Some of 
them were men of city, State, Na- 
tional, aud even international re- 
putations, whose names have gone 
down into history, or are preserved 
in the archives of the various Insti- 
tutions with which they were con- 
nected. 

In all ages rtf history, in different 
spheres of action, some one man 
has always came forth from the 
mass of his people as a leader of 
progress and advancement. Some 
have been pre-eminent as leaders in 
war, some in politics and some iu 
many ramifications of social life. 
Miss Barrager, in opeuing her ad- 
diess at the recent Gallaudet birth- 
day anniversary, said : "The moral 
law of the universe is progress." 
The moral law is the law of God, 
to do right. The greatest figure 
in all history, sacred oi profane, 
was Abraham. God reserved him 
out of idolatry to fouud a race of 
His own chosen peonle His de- 
scendants, after the refining fire of 
four hundred years of bondage, 
were delivered and given a heritage 
in the promised land to be theirs 
forever, provided they obeyed (rod's 
direction. As long as they observ- 
ed the moral law they made pro- 
gress and became a great people. 
But when they cast aside the moral 
law and relapsed into idolatry and 
wickedness, their fortunes declined. 
They lost their heritage and became 
dispersed over the world, without 
altar or nationalty The mass of 
them rejected their promised Mes- 
siah, and in 360 AD., the 
Roman Emperor, Julian, the Anos- 
i ate, encouraged them to return to 
Jerusalem and rebuild their temple 
at his expense It was intended to 
be pointed out as an argument 
agaiust the Christian religion. But 
every time they attempted to work 
on the foundation of the temple, 
the explosion of hissing and hor- 
rible fire balls drove them back. 
MM) they again dispersed. 

Abraham's grandson, Jacob, was 
the founder of the Twelve Tribes 
of Israel. Ten of these tribes were 
subdued by Shaltnaneser and taken 
captive into the heart of Asia. 
They weie " The Lost Tribes" 
never since heard of. The other 
two tribes, after seventy years' 
captivity in Babylon, retuined to 



Jerusalem and rebuilt their city 
and temple. These last were the 
Jews, who afterwards became dis- 
persed over the world. About 7 > 
A.D., Titus destroyed the city 
and demolished the temple to its 
foundations. Esau, the brother of 
Jacob, is called the ancestor ot the 
Greeks, whose religion is that of 
the Greek Church Tshmael, son 
of Abraham, by the bond woman, 
Ilagai, became the founder of the 
twelve tribes of Ishmael. They 
multiplied greatly, drove out the 
original inhabitants, the supposed 
descendants of Gush, and became 
masters of all Arabia. From these 
people sprang Mahomet who found 
ed flie religion of Islam about tf&O 
A. D. Their creed was " There is 
no God, but God," the divinity of 
Christ being rejected. By the 
power of the sword Eastern nation* 
were subjected and Spain overrun 
In the effort to subject Europe to 
the religion of the prophet, the de- 
tei mined stand made by Charles 
Martel, of Fiance, made Mahome- 
danism forever recoil from conquest 
in West< rn Europe. H the Jews had 
observed the moral law down the 
agesit might havechanged the whole 
religious and political complexion 
of Eastern Europe and Western 
Asia, and may have resulted in an 
almost universal religion, either 
Protestant or Catholic in form or 
creed. Now, of all the nations 
founded by the descendants of 
Abraham, some are out of exist- 
ence, others, notably Turkey and 
Greece, are weak and in process of 
disintegration. 

The moral law is the basic prin- 
ciple of international law for the 
preservation of comity between na- 
tions. The fathers of our Oon- 
stitution based that instrument', 
governing our infernal and external 
affairs, on God's law, hut left every 
one free to practice religion accord 
ing to the dictates of their* own con- 
science The only exception I re 
call was the suppression of poly- 
gamy in Utah. Under our Con- 
stitution we achieved independence 
and have advanced in the path of 
progress with giant Btridea,in power, 
wealth, population and extent of 
territory. 

I have seen what is now the 
Greater New York increa.se and ex- 
pand from less than half a million 
of population to more than three 
and a half millions of souls. The I 
trains of the Harlem railroad came 
into the city through an open cut, 
what is now the covered tunnel, and 
outgoiug trains were made up on 
the open street at 4th Avenue and 
27th Street, where there was a 
ticket office The Hudson River 
tilroad trains came down on. the 
JSt side to a stal ion on Chambers 
Street, where-Charles Meigs, brother 
of Miss Meigs, .was ticket agent. 
All around the old 50th Street In- 
stitution was open country for 
blocks south and far to the north- 
ward, except along 3d Avenue, 
which being a post road np West- 
chester way, was more or less built 
np. Fifth Avenue, fiom way down 
below the presert millionaiie dis- 
trict, was a country dirt road, and 
along it stood the old distributing 
reservoir at 40th to 4'id Streets, the 
Roman Catholic Half ' Orphan 
Asylum, between 50th and 5Ut 
Streets, and the old Arsenal, now 
the Central Park Zoo, at 64th Street. 
All the- rest west and northward 
was an open common. Now we see 
the city almost solidly built up for 
a hundred hlocks north of 50th 
Street, and more or less built np to 
the northern limit of Manhattan 
Island, and a big city by itself in the 
Bronx Botough, uorthof the Harlem 
River. 

In my time there was but one 
school for the deaf in New York 
State. Now there are seven or 
eight well-equipped Institutions, he 
sides small private schools. Most 
of the other States have one or more 
Institutions for their own deaf 
The deaf have their own churches 
here and in Philadelphia. Thej 
have their societies, social gather- 
ings, and once in awhile theatrical 
plays got up by themselves, all over 
the country. When we get up one 
of these shows we always find that 
inimitable pantomimist. Prof. Jones 
cast in . the funny parts— a very 
Momus of rollicking humor. Those 
evening affairs are attended by the 
elite in silks, sal ins, dress suits and 
swallow tails, as well as by the 
plehos. 

I tried to explain a part of the 



subject matter of this article at the 
last deaf-mute gathering, but not 
being up in the sign lingo, I fear 
I made a mess of it. Between 
thinking up ideas and signs to ex- 
press them, and stage fright, I was 
muddled. While at school I paid 
little attention to the sign language. 
The laborious sign explanations of 
the daily lessons written out ou the 
big slates were unnecessary to me, 
for my previous hearing education 
enabled me to fully understand the 
lessons in the books. Washington 
was great as a warrior aud states- 
man. That was his forte. As the 
father of his c untry we honoi him 
on occasion with the booming of 
cannon, and we observe his birthday 
as a holiday. He is long dead, but 
he lives in memory and tradition, 
and his fame will go thundering 
down coming ages on the pages of 
imperishable history. In another 
sphere Rev. T. II Gallaudet was 
the oenefactor of the most unfor- 
tunate of his race. As the father 
of deaf-mute education in America 
it is but right for the deal to honor 
him and to perpetuate his name in 
memory, tradition, and on the pages 
of history. On future occasions, if 
the deaf can secure so competent 
and finished a sign pantomimist as 
Miss Barrager to address them, 
then such affairs will always draw 
in a crowd aud pass off with appre- 
ciative erlaf.

Ruby Rice, a deaf, dumb and 
blind girl is now being sdooated 
ii'ider the supervision of Snpt. Me 
Nulty, who secured ,in appropria- 
tion of $3 000 at the IasI session of 
the Legislature for the education of 
the deaf-blind of the state. Mr, 
MeNulty brought Ruby from her 
home two weeks ago. lie BCCUW'd 
the services of Mrs. E Moore 
Barrett, for many j-ears a teacher 
In Ihe State School for the Blind. 
Mrs. Barrett has had nome ex 
porienca with the deaf-blind, and 
the securing of her services by 
Stipt MeNulty wan fortunate. The 
following ih an article written by 
Ptof.

At the Anniversary service of the 
Church Mission to Dea f -Mutes, held 
at the Church of the Holy Trinity, 
on Sunday, December 15th, the 
following statement was read by 
Rev. Dr. Gallaudet : 

" Dnrinj,' the year ending Sep- 
tember 80 tb, 1901, the Treasurer ex- 
pended for geueral work $(1,082.01, 
assistant for Brooklyn Division, 
$1,395.29 ; making a tolal of 
$4,077. 30. 

" Tlie money was paid for the 
moderate salaries of those who do 
• he work, the relief of the sick and 
needy, travelling expenses, print- 
ing reports and notices, and other 
incidentals. 

"The Home Fund had $7,440.16 
It expended $3,874.80 towards the 
support of the Gallaudei Home for 
the Aged and Infirm Deaf-Mules, 
having a balance of $3,571.40. 

"The expenses of the Domestic 
Depaitmeut of the Home were 
$3,307,72, which were met by dona 
lions and drafts from the Homo 
Fund (referred lo above), which 
receives the interest from the En 
dowmeot-. 

''The expenses of the Farm De 
pail me nt were $2,222,211 These 
were met by sales of products, dona- 
tions and interest fiom the Endow 
ment . 

"The Building Fund had a 
balance of $30,046.25. The old 
buildings on the Society's farm by 
the Hudson River, near Pough- 
keepsie, were burned February 
I8ih, 1900. The contract for tlie 
new buildings on Ihe old site call- 
ed for $48,400. Enough is in hand 

to meet the payments, i»al $12,000, 

Kt least will be needed for healing, 
plumbing and lighting. 

"Twenty inmates are caied for 
in our temporary, rented house in 
PoBtfhkeepsie. They enjoy their 
social life, reading, and especially 
the services, which are conducted 
in ihe sign-language. 

"The missionaries of our Society 
in its general work have held ser- 
vices for denf-mutes in various 
places in the Dioceses of New York, 
Long Island and Newark. 

" Tlie Endowment Fund of Ihe 
Gallaudet Boms for Deaf-Mules 
now amounts to $145,000."
